Doctors long ago recognized 
the 


value, ofv adding other foods to the 
diet Sf"»*W.m early in babyhood, in 
order "to" offset future finicky -appev: 

Thus the infant of six weeks 
gets his codlivev oil and orange juice 
or tomato juice; a little later a spoon- 
ful or two of prepared vegetable juice 
or even the strained vegetable itself. 
At a period that in the past would 
have been considered murderous, he 
gets his bit of cereal, part of the yolk 
of an egg, a snack of baked potato 
and mashed stewed fruit. 


Whatever today's baby is given, 


should of course, be absolutely under 
the doctor's direction. There is a dif- 
ference in babies. What may be one 
baby's making might be another's un- 
doing. Food lists, the amount of food 
given, timing, and combinations can- 
not be done by guess-work, Sched- 
ule is as important as the 
calories 


themselves.

mothers do not know is that children 
with touchy appetites at six or eight 
or ten years of age; are the results 
of fixed preference in babyhood. They 
have not had enough variety during 
their first three years to give them an

Caution Must Be Exercised 
you 
sleep. 


It is highly desirable that you get 


some outdoor exercise daily. This is 
an especially good aid to sound sleep 
at night. 


But do not carry the exercise to a 


point of exhaustion or such great fa- 
tigue that relaxation becomes impos- 
sible. 


This does not mean, clear mother, 


that you can take baby on your knee 
at the table and feed him off your 
plate. The French fried potatoes, the 
strawberry shortcake, pork-chop gravy 
and the short bread would likely kill 
him. The combination very 
likely 


will kill you, too. His stomach is 
pretty delicate yet, and his diet must 
always be in keeping with his abil- 
ity to digest.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. -(#)-Demon- 


strators marched on the stale capilol 
Tuesday qnd 19 persons were seized in 
Chicago as hunger increased because 
of the Illinois relief crisis. 


Late Tuesday, however, 
the \\ousc 


approved several •techincal amend- 
ments to the 3 per cent sales tax bill 
designed to furnish J3,060,000 for poor 
relief and to guarantee federal grants. 
The bill then was, placed on third 
reading, ready for a ba(llc over final 
passage Wednesday. 


Five hundred demonstrators waved 


banners, chanted slogans and march- 
ed about the capitol. They promised a 
stale-wide march on Springfield be- 
fore tlue end of the week if the re- 
lief program were not settled. 


Poors ti the house galleries were 


closed upon a capacity audience as the 
representatives prepared to take up 
bills that would 
raise $3,000,000 a 


month as the stale's share of the re- 
lief burden. Their adoption was re- 
garded as Ike only solution of the 
grave problem after Harry Hopkins, 
FERA administrator, flatly informed 
the Illinois: congressional delegation 
at Washington that no 
government 


funds would be granted until the state 
provided its contribution.
